The mo- 
dest beginnings of two years 
ago have gradually grown to 
impressive proportions, and 
while saving has not yet be- 
come fashionable in this 
country, and people have not | 
yet become savings-minded 
on a scale Atting Israels 
pressing needs, at least thrift 
has become socially respect- 
able, The thrifty are perhaps 
still regarded as somewhat 
odd individuals, caring 
about rainy days, put- 
ting off pleasure and conve- 
nience, trusting banks, se- 
curities and even Govern- 
ment guarantees, and gener- 
ally swimming against the 
economic tide. But as they in- 
crease in number, and in 
Particular as time goes on 
and they begin to reap the

.| fruit of their abstinence and 


trust, their experience is 
bound to make an ever 
greater impact on the rest of 
the community, and effect a 
change in the economic clim- 
ate.
